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CLASS LEADERS FUR 1925 


Sixty-five Guernseys Make the List 


THE outstanding condition found in a study of the Guern- 

sey cows that became Class Leaders during the year 
1925 is in respect to the number of Farmers’ Division rec- 
ords approved, and a consequent falling off in the number 
of high cows in the Double Letter Classes. Indications are 
that considerable effort has been expended in connection 
with the Triple Letter Classes. A similar study was made 
a year ago, but at that time the Farmers’ Division records 
had not been reported in the JouRNAL for a full year, so it 
was not possible.to make a detailed study of its Class Leader 
page. 

The report of a year ago showed that. thirty-eight cows 
had attained the distinction of producing enough to place 
them among the first ten of each age class,—these being in 
the single and double letter groups. During 1925, sixty- 
five cows entered the list by reason of records approved 
between January 1 and December 31. Of these, thirty-nine 
or over half, were in the seven classes of the Farmers’ Divi- 
sion; twelve were Double Letter records; and fourteen were 
Single Letter Records. It is natural that the Triple Letter 
classes should receive the largest number of additions, be- 
cause of the comparative ease with which places therein 
may still be taken. 

An interesting comparison of the Class Leader page for 
the 305 day classes may be made between the JouRNALS 
showing the records as they appeared on January 1, 1925, 
and on January 1, 1926. A year ago, the Division had 130 
records averaging 7727.89 pounds of milk containing 390.38 
pounds of butter fat. It now has 217 records averaging 7661.2 
pounds of milk containing 389.20 pounds of butter fat. The 
figures indicate a decrease in the production of the 305 day 
cows, but further study shows that the decrease occurs 
only in the class AAA and class GGG records. The other 
five classes show a substantial increase. 

The single and double letter records combined have in- 
creased from 18985 to 20896, and the average production 
has increased from 9513.32 pounds of milk to 9615.2 pounds; 
and from 474.99 pounds of butter fat to 480.10 pounds;— 
approximately 100 pounds of milk and five pounds of butter 
fat. It must be borne in mind that this is an increase in the

breed average, brought about by the influence of only 1911 
records. The records made during the year were large enough 
on the average, to increase the breed average by these 
amounts. 

An even greater comparative increase is seen in the Double 
Letter classes when they are considered alone. The Roll of 
Honor page shows an increase from 3156 to 3534 records; 
from 9213.48 pounds of milk to 9325.9 pounds; and from 
466.78 pounds of butter fat to 472.5 pounds. 

Considering the Class Leaders themselves, the decrease 
has been in the Double Letter classes alone, as three more 
Single Letter Class Leaders were admitted during 1925 than 
during the preceding year. Only twelve Double Letter Class 
Leaders were admitted, as compared with twenty-seven 
in 1924. 

The Class Leaders of 1925 were bred in eighteen states, 
and tested in seventeen states. The leading breeding states 
were Ohio and Oregon, with nine Class Leaders apiece. 
Other states followed in this order: Wisconsin, eight; New 
York, seven; Massachusetts, six; Connecticut and Michi- 
gan, five; Minnesota, three; Alderney, California, New 
Hampshire and Vermont, two; and Guernsey, Colorado, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, and Washington, one each. 

A little different order is found in the states in which the 
Class Leaders were tested. The largest number, nine, were 
tested in Wisconsin, while Massachusetts and Oregon each 
tested eight. Other states were as follows: Ohio and New 
York, seven; Michigan, five; Maryland, Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, three; Connecticut, Minnesota, Vermont and 
Washington, two; and California, Colorado and New Hamp- 
shire each tested one. 


Tue Worvp’s REcorps 

Nine world’s records were made ‘in 1925,—three times 
they were made in class GGG, twice in class DDD, and once 
each in classes AA, B, BB, and CC. Photographs of all but 
one of these cows are reproduced with this article. At the 
head of them all, of course, stands Anesthesia Faith of Hill 
Stead 114354, with her class B record winning over all ages.

Of great significance, too, was the world’s record in class 
AA of Golden Coronet of Jean Du Luth 81283, in heading 
the class that was once topped by her mother. Further down 
in the list, we find class BB headed by Lone Pine Mollie 
Cowan 91285, to whom the sale ring, the showyard, railroad 
trips, strange barns, different milkers, and other varying 
conditions meant nothing. Merry Rose Maid 105929, at 
the head of class CC, completes the quartette of world’s 
champions in the Single and Double Letter classes. 

Class GGG has seen three new leaders during the year, 
the last exceeding the first of the three by about thirty 
pounds of butter fat. Elmway’s Heroine 127112 of Wiscon- 
sin, River Banks Nella Jay 149720 of Oregon, and Giant 
Oaks Farm Lady 140973 of Oregon were the world’s cham- 
pions at times during the year, with the last named still 
holding the honor. Class DDD has accepted two champions 
in Langwater Elegy 117251 of Massachusetts, and Oregon 
Pet 112652 of Oregon. We have here the unusual circum- 
stance of a world’s champion in one class, dam of a world’s 
champion in another class, being bred and tested by the 
same farm. Rieben Brothers, of Banks, Oregon, bred and 
tested Oregon Pet 112652, dam of Giant Oaks Farm Lady 
140973, world’s champions in classes DDD and GGG re- 
spectively. 

The accompanying tabulation shows all of the sixty-five 
Class Leaders whose records were approved between January 
1, 1925, and January 1, 1926, with the name of the sire and 
dam, and the breeder and owner.

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CHOOSING THE HERD SIRE

SINCE progressive breeding depends so largely on suitable 
methods of choosing the herd animals, it is of importance 
to establish the true merit of these methods by which such 
animals may be selected. This information is especially 
desired for the herd bull since his offspring are much more 
numerous than those of the cows and since he constitutes 
half the inheritance given to them. It is the object of this 
paper to present information on one method now used in 
selecting herd sires, namely, the method of selecting them 
on the basis of the performance of their sires’ daughters. 
In other words, this study will present a comparison of the 
record of the sires’ daughters with those of their sons’ daugh- 
ters for all of the Advanced Register up to and including 
Volume 35. The original data showing the progeny per- 
formance of all sires’ and sons’ daughters will be found in a 
recent Maine Agricultural Experiment Station Bulletin. 

This means of choosing a herd bull on the basis of the 
records of the progeny of his sire is perhaps the most favored. 
The arguments presented for and against such a method of 
selection are numerous. The method is supported by such 
cases as the two of the sons of King of the May 9001,- 
Langwater Warrior 26509, and Langwater Hayes Rosie’s 
King of the May 16723; by Langwater Cavalier 21012, 
son of Dolly Dimple’s May King of Langwater 12997;— 
or by Masher King of Chilmark 27643, son of King Masher 
11084, where the transmitting ability of the sires was passed 
on to their sons. On the other hand cases are frequently 
cited where a sire whose progeny performance was poor 
had a son whose progeny performance was excellent. Imp. 
Merry Anton 8337, sire of Lavanton 11611; or Archer of 
Chilmark 14476, sire of King of Chilmark 20798, are ex- 
amples of cases where the son’s progeny performance was 
superior to that of their sire’s. Similarly there are cases of 
sires whose progeny performance was high which have 
sons whose progeny appears now to be disappointing. Such 
for instance would be Jim of Edgewater 16384, son of Imp. 
Holden IV. 12179; or Heiress King of the May 14470, son 
of Imp. King of the May 9001; or Golden Crest 7910, son 
of Standard 4652. Thus the evidence furnished by the ac- 
tual production of the daughters of these sons as compared 
with the daughters of their sires shows that no off-hand con- 
clusions are possible with regard to the efficacy of this method 
of selection of bulls if the aim of such a selection is the pro- 
duction of uniformly high producing offspring from such 
bulls. 

There are 993 sons from sires which have two or more 
tested daughters. The progeny performance of these sires 
and sons vary within wide limits. Thus the sires range in 
the mature form milk production of their daughters from 
7,000 pounds to 15,000 pounds. The sons range from 6,500 
pounds to 18,000 pounds in the age corrected average milk 
production of their daughters. In butter fat percentages the 
range with sires’ daughters is from 4.1 to 6.1 per cent., that 
for the sons, 4.1 to 6.2 per cent. In butter fat yield the sires’ 
daughters range from 375 to 750 pounds and the sons’ daugh- 
ters from 350 to 900 pounds, on a mature form basis. The 
average milk production for the sires’ daughters was 11,033 
pounds, whereas the average milk production for the sons’ 
daughters was 10,947 pounds, or the milk production of 
sires’ and sons’ daughters were not significantly different. 
The butter fat content of the sires’ milk was 4.90 per cent., 
whereas that of the sons was 4.94 per cent. The average but- 
ter fat yield of the sires’ daughters was 542 pounds while 
that of the sons’ was 539 pounds. Thus the sons and sires 
have very nearly the same average production.

To show the influence of the sires’ daughters’ production 
on that of the sons’ daughters’, the data are arranged in 
order of the progeny performance of the sires’ daughters. 
The average sons’ daughters’ progeny performance for each 
class of sires has been obtained. Table I. presents this in- 
formation for sires’ and sons’ progeny performance in milk 
yield.

Table I. shows that, in general, the sons’ daughters’ 
average milk yield increases with an increase in the milk 
yield of the sires’ daughters. This increase for the sons’ 
daughters is not so great, however, as the increase found in 
the sires’ daughters’ average milk production. It is, in fact, 
considerably less. There is also a good deal of variability 
in the averages showing that a son with daughters of excep- 
tional performance may fairly frequently be obtained from 
a sire whose daughters are average or less than average in 
their milk production. In other words the relationship is 
not a close one. These results are shown graphically in 
Figure I. The straight line shows the general trend of the 
data. From this line it is seen that the sons’ daughters’ 
average milk yield is increased only to about one-fourth 
the increase of the sires’ daughters’ milk yield. In fact, 
for 100 pound increase of the sires’ daughters’ milk yield, 
the results show an average of only twenty-nine pounds 
increase in the sons’ daughters’ milk yield. 

We may arrange these same data to show the influence of 
daughters’ average butter fat percentage on the sons’ daugh- 
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ters’ average butter fat percentage. These results are shown 
in Table 2.

These results are somewhat more irregular than those for 
the milk yield. They show that there is less relationship 
between the butter fat percentages of the sires’ daughters 
with those of the sons’ daughters. This difference is, however, 
not significant. The general trend of the data is toward a 
slight increase in the sons’ daughters’ butter fat percentage 
as the sires’ daughters’ butter fat percentage increases. In 
fact for each increase of one per cent. in the sires’ daughters’ 
butter fat percentage there is a corresponding increase of 
twenty-three per cent. in the average sons’ daughters’ butter 
fat percentage. The straight line of Figure 2 shows these 
average results. The light irregular line shows the part of 
the data which is not significant, due to the fact that the 
averages are based on small numbers of animals. The 
heavy line shows the significant sections of the data. 

Table 3 shows similar results for the butter fat.

Table 3 shows that the sons’ daughters’ average butter 
fat yield increases with an increase of the sires’ daughters’ 
butter fat yield. The sires’ daughters’ average butter fat is 
indicated as the mid-pointof the class while the sons’ daughters’ 
butter fat is the actual averages of these daughters for the 
given class of sires. The results taken from this table are 
quite regular save those from the last class of sires. This 
group is based on only one animal and consequently cannot 
be considered significant. The general trend of these figures 
shows that for an Increase in the sires’ daughters’ butter 
fat yield of 100 pounds a corresponding increase of thirty 
pounds is found in the sons’ daughters’ average butter fat. 
A tendency is thus manifest for the sons’ daughters’ butter 
fat yields to resemble the butter fat yields of the sires’ 
daughters. Figure 3 shows these results graphically. The 
light irregular line indicates the insignificant sections of 
the data, the heavy irregular line shows the significant re- 
sults. The solid straight line shows the general tendency of 
the data. 


The significance of these results to practical breeding may 
be stated thus. It is important in constructive breeding to 
take into consideration the production of sires’ daughters 
in selecting one of his sons to head any herd. On the other 
hand, this relationship is not as large as it should be if the 
dairyman is to put much faith in this mode of selecting the 
sire. There is not the close degree of resemblance between 
the productiowt of the sires’ daughters and the production of 
the sons’ daughters which would be desired for much weight 
to be given his record. The sons tend to revert heavily to the 
average of the breed whether they come from sires whose 
daughters were of low production or sires whose daughters 
were of high production. Furthermore, there is a high degree 
of variation in the production of the sons’ daughters even 
when they come from sires whose daughters are of equal 
average production. Thus there is an excellent chance of 
obtaining a poor son from a sire whose daughters are low in 
production. On the average, of course, the chances are in 
favor of a slightly better son from a sire whose daughters 
are of good production than from a sire whose daughters 
are of relatively low production.

HERE is no sight that is more encouraging to the breeder 
than a good healthy barn-full of calves. It is most dif- 
ficult to estimate the true value of one’s breeding plans unless 
the calves are normally grown, and, in turn, the heifers have 
a fair and normal chance, when they freshen, to compete in 
the ever increasing demand for higher production. 

There has been in the past, and there still is today, a high 
mortality during the first week of the calf’s life. In herds 
where calf difficulties are encountered, there is always a small 
percentage of calves that do not succumb to the first infection, 
that remain unthrifty, having numerous attacks of scours; 
then, either succumbing to pneumonia, or partially recover- 
ing, but permanently stunted, presenting a discouraging 
situation to the breeder. 

Breeders are still looking for the great panacea in the form 
of a serum or vaccine that can be given when the calf is in a 
dying condition, that, by some hocus-pocus, would restore 
the calf to normal vigor. 

Too much attention is given to the secondary infection, 
usually pneumonia, and all too little thought and attention 
given to the primary infection. In practically all cases, if 
the primary cause is successfully combatted, the calf’s re- 
sistence increases, and the secondary infection does not 
appear. 

But let us start at the beginning. In regard to the feeding 
of the dam, it is important that she have a balanced ration, 
containing a liberal amount of minerals. She should be kept 
in good physical condition, and allowed to exercise daily in 
the open. A few days before freshening, she should be 
placed in a clean boxstall. As soon as the calf is dropped, it 
is well to make sure that it is breathing normally. If all has 
gone well, the cow should be allowed to lick her calf, as it 
starts the circulation even better than the attendant possibly 
can. 

Now let us take up, step by step, the care of the calf. 


1. The navel. 

Dipping the cord up and down in a small graduate contain- 
ing tincture of iodine is, in most cases, very satisfactory. 
W. L. Williams recommends that the umbilicus should be 
snipped off if longer than one inch; gently manipulated to 
remove fluids; dipped in 0.1 per cent. bichloride of mercury, 
and dusted with boric acid powder. 

It must be borne in mind that here is a possible avenue of 
infection to guard against, and the navel should never be 
neglected. In cases of abortion, it is advisable to remove the 
calf immediately to a clean calf-pen, and rub the calf dry with 
towels, and use the Williams treatment for the navel. 


2. Early feeding of the colostrum. 

The colostrum is by far the most important requirement of 
the new-born calf. The attendant should hold the calf to 
the teat as soon as the calf is fairly dry, and allow it to nurse 
for a few minutes. With a normal vigorous calf, that is 
usually all that is necessary, as the calf, once shown where to 
receive its nourishment, will take care of itself. An excep- 
tionally vigorous calf sometimes will gorge itself with milk, 
and as this will cause a paralysis of the stomach such a calf 
should be removed, and placed with the dam four or five 
times a day for a short period of time. 

In the cases of very weak or premature calves, the colos- 
trum should be drawn (after the udder of the dam has been 
washed in a mild antiseptic solution) into a clean pail, and 
fed from a bottle. I have found feeding two ounces every 
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two hours during the day, and every three hours at night, for 
the first two days, satisfactory. The interval may then be 
lengthened and the amount increased, depending on the 
condition of the calf. There is no reason why a premature 
calf should not live, if it breathes normally and will take 
nourishment. 

The work of Theobald Smith has proven conclusively that 
the colostrum contains anti-bodies, which are stored up by 
the dam during the period she is dry, and, when taken into 
the stomach of the new-born, protect the calf from miscel- 
laneous infections until it starts to produce protective bodies 
in its own system. If the colstrum is withheld, the calf us- 
ually dies within the first week, as the result of the invasion 
and multiplication of intestinal bacteria. 

If conditions are normal, the calf should be left with the 
dam for forty-eight hours. During this time, the meconium 
will be passed. The only attention the calf requires is to be 
sure it does not gorge itself. If it does, remove, as suggested 
above. 


3. Segregation. 

The calf should be placed in a clean dry pen, where it does 
not come in contact with other animals. The open pen idea 
is very unsanitary. It allows the calves to lick each other, 
and, in the case of scours, the liquid stools are often ejected 
into the bordering calf-pens. Remember that the calf’s 
protective powers are at a low-water mark, at this time. It 
is true it has the protection of the colostrum, but every 
effort should be made to protect the calf from virulent 
sources of infection until the protective functions of the calf 
have begun to operate, and accumulate energy. Individual 
pens, with solid partitions between, until the calves are past 
three months of age, are a big asset in raising healthy calves. 


4. The period of assimilation of the colostrum. 

When the calf has been removed from the dan, its appetite 
has usually been very well satisfied, and any attempt to teach 
it to drink until after approximately sixteen hours, is fruitless, 
During this time, the calf has an opportunity to properly 
assimilate the colostrum. 


5. Feeding. 

I have found the feeding of the mixed whole milk from the 
herd, as soon as the calf has learned to drink from the pail, 
satisfactory, and in most herds will be the most convenient. 
The amount to feed will vary in accordance with the size 
and vigor of the calf. With Guernseys, two and one-half 
to three and one-half pounds, three times a day, is a conser- 
vative amount for the new-born. 

The two signs to watch are: appetite, and the condition of 
the stools. The appetite should be keen at all times, and 
after the pail has been licked clean, the calf should show a 
desire for additional milk. The stools of the young calf 
should be yellowish to orange, gradually becoming darker 
as it receives additional foods. They should be free from 
blood and mucus, as this is a sign of intestinal irritation. 
Blood, however, is sometimes noted during the first or second 
day, due simply to pressure on the calf during parturition, 
The consistence should be soft, and yet have enough body so 
that the buttocks are not soiled during an evacuation. 

The first month, the calf will do well on whole milk. The 
second month, it can be gradually changed to skim milk, or, 
preferably, calf meal is added. I have used Park & Pollard’s 
““Milk Ade,” but most likely any good calf meal on the mar- 
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ket would give satisfaction. The advantages are due to the 
action of the malt on the casein, making it more easily di- 
fested; the regulating effect on the bowels, and the fact that 
a larger volume of calf meal slop and milk can be assimilated, 
which results in greater growth, and aids the development 
of the digestive organs. 

If the calf meal slop is used, it must be added very grad- 
ually, until the calf becomes accustomed to it. For small 
calves, I use one pound of calf meal to fourteen quarts of hot 
water, starting with the addition of one-quarter pound per 
feeding. It is important to feed the slop at body temperature. 

The calf, during the second month, should have approxi- 
mately three pounds of milk and two pounds of slop, which 
can be increased rapidly from then on, if the calf remains 
normal, 

Of course individual circumstances will enter into the feed- 
ing; in some herds it will be found more convenient to use 
use the whole milk for a couple of months; others would 
choose to put the calf on skim milk as soon as possible. 
It would be impossible to lay down a feeding plan which 
would meet every condition, but the feeding of the whole 
milk should be continued through the first month, if possible. 
Three time feeding, wherever practical, will result in greater 
growth. 

A small handful of hay should be offered the calf during 
the day, in its first month. Dry grain should be added to its 
ration during the second month. 


6. Serum. 

The use of serum therapy in the treatment of calf scours 
and pneumonia has been futile in a great many cases, due, 
probably, to the fact that the dominating pathogenic organ- 
isms of the herd tn which the serum Is used, are not known. 

The greatest care should be taken in the administering of 
horse serum to calves. The idea that the serum might do 
some good, and, in any event, will do no harm, is erroneous. 
The injection of a foreign protein, such as horse serum, into 
the calf, may sensitize the animal, and another dose cause 
an anaphylaxis reaction which would seriously embarrass 
the calf, and, if severe enough, might even cause death. 


The blood of the adult cow contains various anti-bodies, 
which are capable of protecting the new-born calf, if it does 
not receive colostrum. In some cases, due to infection of 
the dam’s udder, or accident, it is impossible to allow the calf 
to receive the colostrum. A similar situation is encountered 
with calves raised from a tubercular mother. In such cases, 
the blood serum from an adult cow in the clean herd can be 
utilized. 

The procedure to obtain the serum is as follows: The 
blood is drawn from the jugular vein, under aseptic condi- 
tions, into a wide-mouth sterile bottle, and covered with a 
piece of sterile gauze; placed in a water bath at seventy de- 
grees, and allowed to clot. The serum should separate in 
three or four hours, and then is drawn off with a sterile pipette. 
If not used immediately, it should be placed in a refrigerator 
until used, but should not be kept longer than seventy-two 
hours, because of the danger of pathogenic bacteria develop- 
ing. A hundred mil of blood should yield about seventy- 
five mil of serum. 


The calf should receive twenty mil subcutaneously, and 
sixty mil in its first two feedings. This will ensure normal 
development of the calf, just as the colostrum would, if it 
were available. 

The use of cow serum obtained from individuals in the herd 
would seem to offer prophylactic possibilities. The individ- 
uals raised as calves and maturing in a herd, are exposed to 
the predominating types of infection, and undoubtedly 
would produce specific anti-bodies in their blood against it. 
The use of seventeen to twenty mil of cow serum when the 
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calf is three days old, in herds where calf difficulties are en- 
countered, will be found beneficial, and the action more 
specific than the use of commercial serum, which is obtained 
from horses. 


7. The care of the calf during an attack of scours. 

If the foregoing treatment has been followed, the calf 
should give no trouble during the first two weeks. Every 
precaution should be taken to keep the calf normal. Clean 
pails, regular feeding, and feeding the milk at proper temper- 
ature, are important details. The older the calf is when it 
has first digestive disturbance, the greater will be its power 
of resistence, and, of course, one is assured of a more rapid 
and complete recovery. But no matter how careful one is, 
these attacks of dysentery present themselves and have to 
be corrected. 

If the calf is on milk and calf meal slop, if the proportion 
of slop is increased and the milk decreased, this often will 
give the desired result. Sometimes simply skipping one 
feeding, and reducing the next one, works very well. 

However, if the calf is dull, and the stools contain blood 
or mucus, more drastic measures are indicated.. Administer 
one and one-half ounces of warm castor oil, stop the feeding, 
and place a muzzle on the calf. 

I think a muzzle is indispensable in raising calves. How 
often we hear of valuable calves dying and the post mortem 
revealing shavings and other rubbish in the stomach. No 
treatment is of any avail if the calf is allowed to eat shavings 
and the like, and they surely will eat such things if oil is 
given and food is withheld for any length of time. The 
muzzle can be made from quarter-inch mesh wire screening. 
The upper edge, that comes in contact with the nose, should 
be bound with a strip of light leather, and then simply a 
strap to go over the head, to hold it in place. 

The oil should work within five hours; then three hours 
later, give a thirty grain Sulfo-Carbolate tablet dissolved in a 
quarter of a pint of warm water. Wait about eight hours 
longer before resuming the feeding. In this length of time 
the contents of the stomach will have been removed, and the 
stomach will have had a period of rest in which to recover 
its tone. The first feeding should be very light, and grad- 
ually increased to normal. During this period, one Sulfo- 
Carbolate tablets should be given twice daily, and muzzle 
kept on. As soon as the calf is back on normal feeding, and 
stools are normal in consistency, and free from blood or 
mucus, the sulfo-carbolate may be discontinued, and the 
muzzle removed. 


8. Bedding, and Care of the Stall. 

Clean bright oat or wheat straw is the best bedding for 
small calves. The pens should be cleaned daily. The bed- 
ding should be all removed twice a month, and the stalls 
disinfected with a five per cent. creoline solution, using a 
pressure spray, with a fine nozzle. 


A word in conclusion: 

The high mortality in calves during the first month would 
be materially lessened if these fundamental principles were 
given proper attention. 

If the calves have the early feeding of the colostrum, and 
are offered some protection from virulent infections in the 
herd, they should live and develop normally. 

However, if after following such a procedure, calves still 
continue to die, the advice of a competent veterinarian and 
the services of a skilled bacteriologist will be required, to 
determine the specific infection which is causing the trouble. 
The ordinary “‘shot gun” therapy so commonly employed 
is not only expensive, but more apt to do harm than good. 

Nature has supplied, in the colostrum, the greatest specific 
for the protection of the calf. It is certainly worth giving a 
fair trial. 
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PROVEN PREPOTENCY IN A SIRE

[ July, 1919, F. B. Holmes of West Liberty, Iowa, pur- 

chased from the Mixter Farms a young pure bred Guernsey 
bull about a year old. His name was Mixter Fairfax 60499, 
and his dam, Picotte’s Select of Mixter Farm 47068, has a 
record of 11173.0 pounds of milk and 537.0 pounds of butter 
fat, class A. Mr. Holmes paid $300 for the young bull and 
placed him in service at the head of his herd of grade and 
pure bred Guernseys. ‘Today this bull is still at the head 
of the herd and has made a record for type and production 
in his daughters that has been equalled by few sires of his age. 

In order to develop the grade cows as well as the pure breds 
Mr. Holmes started cow testing association work in the 
West Branch organization. It is through this medium that 
he has been able to appreciate the value of the daughters 
of his herd sire and to demonstrate to others their high 
average pr o- 
duction. 

There are now 
forty daughters 
of Mixter Fair- 
fax 60499 in the 
Holmes herd. 
The eight ma- 
ture daughters 
that have been 
tested so far have 
all made records 
over 400 pounds 
of butter fat. 
Moreover, all of 
the two year old 
daughters have 
made over 260 pounds of butter fat, and one of these made 472 
pounds of butter fat. These records were made under or- 
dinary farm conditions with a large net profit as the goal 
rather than sensational production that would merely give 
publicity to the herd. That Mr. Holmes and his son, who 
is now in partnership with him, are accomplishing — big 
things in the way of economical production is shown by the 
fact that, while the feed cost per pound of butter fat for the 
year 1923-24 was over twenty-five cents, the average pro- 
duction of the herd was increased the following year and the 
feed cost per pound of fat was reduced to a little over twenty- 
five cents. 

The breeding, or the unusual transmitting ability of 
Mixter Fairfax 60499, has played an important part in the 
development of this herd and of the daughters of this herd 
sire. But good care and good feeding have been equally as 
important and have received as much consideration from 
Mr. Holmes and his son. Good clover hay and corn silage 
affords these cows an efficient roughage and with these they 
are always plentifully supplied. 

In order to utilize the home grown feeds as far as possible 
the Homes’ use a basic ration of corn and cob meal, ground 
oats, bran and barley and balance this with Corn Gluten 
Feed. They practice individual feeding of their cows in 
accordance with their productions and use in addition to the 
above ration, oil meal, cottonseed meal and molasses. The 
records they have made and the condition and general ap- 
pearance of their cows show that their feeding methods 
have been unusually successful and their system of handling 
and caring for their herd is bringing desired results. 

Last summer when the Associated Corn Products Manu- 
facturers were lookng for high quality grades for their 100

grade cow herd at the fall shows they were naturally attracted 
to the Holmes herd where the type and production of these 
cows had already made them well and favorably known in 
that section of the state. When the composite show herd 
was assembled at the Dairy Cattle Congress at Waterloo 


there were five cows of the Holmes’ included and four of 


them were daughters of Mixter Fairfax 60499. 

Two weeks later at Indianapolis the four daughters of the 
Holmes herd sire were led into the judging ring in the class 
for cows under four years of age and were awarded second, 
third, fifth and seventh places by Judge Fitch. When these 
four were grouped in the class for the get of a pure bred 
sire, they were easily the most unifom and outstanding get 
in their breed. The five Holmes cows were awarded second 
place as dairy herd and second as group from one cow testing 
association. 
This brought the 
total prize}{money 
for these lowa 
representa 
tives up to $150. 

These young 
cows were not 
only pleasing in 
their conforma- 
tion but were real 
producers as well. 
Require 
ments for exhi- 
bition in the 
junior class made 
it necessary that 
each cow have a record of at least 250 pounds of butter fat 
in a year. The four head that comprised the winning get of 
sire had records, two of them as two year olds and two as 
three year olds, that averaged over 318 pounds of butter 
fat in an average test period of 317 days. Their average 
profit over feed cost (two of them with first and two with 
second calves) was $93.70 each. 

When it came time for these heifers to be sold they were 
led into the sale ring together and sold collectively for $820,- 
an average of $205 each. Other individuals in the sale 
brought higher prices than this; but for one group of four 
daughters of one sire to reach this average price was a rare 
tribute to the breeding ability of their sire and to the feed- 
ing methods of their owner. 

The fifth member of the Holmes exhibit, while she had been 
developed by good feeding to a good record of production, 
was by a different sire than her four stablemates and sold 
in the sale ring for about one third less than each of the 
others. So in this one instance the stamp of a really pre- 
potent sire was acknowledged by both the judge and the 
buyers at the sale, and not only won recognition for the 
breeders but brought them actual returns in dollars and cents. 

As we have said before, the breeding played an important 
part in the development of the herd of F. B. Holmes & Son; 
but like all successful breeders, they have combined with the 
use of a good sire, careful handling of their cows and skillful 
feeding methods in order to give the cows the opportunity 
necessary for developing their capacity. The young stock 
on this farm is well fed from the time they are small calves 
and plenty of good roughage and a balanced ration for the 
milking herd has spelled success for these breeders and well 
deserved distinction for the sire at the head of the herd. 
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THE FUBERCULOSIS SIruaATiIOon

HE most gratifying progress was made during the year 

in the co-operative work of eradicating animal tuber- 
culosis, under the direction of Dr. J. A. Kierman,' Chief of the 
Tuberculosis Eradication Division,” is the reassuring state- 
ment contained in the forthcoming 1925 annual report of 
Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
United States Department of Agriculture. 


The owners of the approximately 26,000,000 dairy cows in 
the Wnited States will find cause for gratification in the 
official conclusion that, “in a number of states these plans 
are now so complete as to enable a rather definite prognosis 
as to just when the complete eradication of the disease may 
be expected in those states.” 

This progress report is justified by a series of propitious 
conditions which are collectively furthering the success of the 
nation-wide crusade against this bovine disease. These, to 
quote Dr. Kiernan, are “‘increased appropriations, improved 
state laws, and a better understanding on the part of the 
livestock owners.” When the Government officials refer to 
“complete” and “absolute” eradication of tuberculosis 
reference is made to the area of county plan of warfare. 
“These plans,” we are told, “naturally, are based upon the 
furtherance of the area plan of eradication which is now recog- 
nized generally as the only method to be pursued on an in- 
tensive basis.” 

When it is realized that at the end of this last fiscal year 
591 counties in the United States had completed one or more 
tests of all cattle within their confines, there is reasonable 
justification for the Bureau of Animal Industry to assert, 
“‘Amazing progress was made in the eradication of tuber- 
culosis from cattle under the circumscribed area plan.” 
This progress represents an increase of 273 counties over the 
318 counties engaged in the area-plan of eradication at the 
conclusion of the preceding fiscal year. 

The increasing favor of the plan of freeing a county or 
other well-defined area of tuberculosis is shown by the num- 
ber of animals thus tested. Of the 7,000,028, all told, ex- 
amined during the last fiscal year, 4,992,055 were adminis- 
tered the tuberculin test under the so-called area plan. This 
represents about seventy-one per cent. of the tuberculin 
testing work. State legislatures, boards of county commis- 
sioners, and the Federal Government were liberal in ex- 
tending financial aid to this plan, as much as $7,000,000 
being spent for this purpose. This is an increase of more 
than $225,000 over the previous year. 


The accredited herd plan of eradication was operative in 
every state in the Union, notwithstanding the popularity of 
the area plan or project. There are now in existence 72,383 
fully accredited herds, representing 1,275,063 head of cattle. 
This method of freeing bovine animals of tuberculosis em- 
braced 24,110 more herds, containing 354,693 animals, than 
the number included in the ‘project during the fiscal year of 
1924. Once-tested-free herds in process of becoming accred- 
ited increased from 529,018, containing 4,772,836 animals, in 
1924, to 921,758 herds, containing 8,047,540 head, during 
1925. The aggregate herds and individual animals under 
supervision at the end of the last fiscal year numbered 
1,120,526 and 11,392,381, respectively. As an index to the 
interest displayed by dairymen and other livestock owners in 
the merits of the accredited herd project, we are told that the 
waiting list consisted of 403,949 herds, including more than 
3,500,000 animals. 


The relative favor in which the several methods of tuber- 
culin testing is held by veterinarians is reflected in the 
official report: Intradermic alone, 5,786,559 cattle, 139,487 
reactors, 2.4 per cent.; subcutaneous alone, 4,624 animals, 
382 reactors, 8.3 per cent.; ophthalmic alone, 157 cattle, 2 
reactors, 1 per cent.; combination of tests, 1,181,892 head, 
75,117 reactors, 6 per cent. The report for the year covered 
the slaughter of nearly 211,000 reacting cattle, and the Fed- 
eral appropriations set aside $4,427,600 for indemnity pur- 
poses. This represents an increase of $400,000 over the 
previous year, as funds for reimbursing livestock owners 
whose diseased animals were slaughtered. 

The finger of warning is pointed toward owners of accred- 
ited herds who are making accessions by acquiring animals 
from herds not subjected to the tuberculin test. A survey 
made by the Bureau of Animal Industry related to the num- 
ber of accredited herds that were disqualified on the second 
tuberculin test by reason of the presence of infected animals. 
Of the 19,000 accredited herds thus included in this survey 
only 984 herds were removed from the accredited herd list, 
or approximately 5. per cent. Yet, Government officials 
warn, “it was found that a large number of herds removed 
were due to the addition of infected cattle to the accredited 
herd, or to the healthy cattle having been exposed to infected 
cattle as on show circuits, etc. 

Additional infection, according to conclusions of this 
survey of 19,000 accredited herds, “‘was accounted for by 
cattle in the herd having been fed on unpasteurized raw milk 
from unknown sources. This survey was sufficiently accu- 
rate and complete to indicate that it is entirely possible to 
free herds from disease and to maintain them as gree under 
the proper restrictions as to sanitation and association with 
other cattle.” 

The Bureau of Animal Industry of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture maintains a staff of 214 regularly 
employed veterinarians, who are under the supervision of 
the inspectors in charge of forty-four field offices. The cost 
of testing cattle for tuberculosis was thirty-three cents per 
head, which accounting does not take into consideration the 
office expense or salaries of inspectors in charge. The respec- 
tive livestock sanitary official were responsible for the em- 
ployment of an average of approximately 221 veterinarians, 
and counties and municipal authorities or other agencies 
engaged in intensive area work afforded employment for an 
additional 231 regular veterinary inspectors. Uncle Sam 
appropriated $3,277,600 for tuberculin testing, whereas the 
combined state appropriations totaled approximately 
$7,000,000. All of which was spent in the interest of freeing 
our bovine population of an insidious disease, thus making 
for a healthy livestock and a pure milk supply. 


“Experiment Station Record Notes’”’ 


Sex of over-term calves, J. J. Hooper and J. W. Nutter 
(Jour. Heredity, 15 (1924), No. 11, p. 462).—In forty-four 
gestation periods of over 287 days in duration occurring in 
the dairy herd of the Kentucky Experiment Station, twenty- 
six of the calves born were bulls and eighteen heifers, mak- 
ing fifty-nine per cent. males and forty-one per cent. females. 
This tends to substantiate the assumption of live stock 
breeders that males more frequently result from long gesta- 
tion periods. 
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We, the undersigned, breeders of Guernsey cattle, recognizing the 
importance of a trustworthy Herd Book, that shall be accepted as a final 
authority on all questions of pedigree, and desiring to secure the influence 
and co-operation of those who feel a genuine interest in jealously guarding

FIELD ACTIVITIES EXPAND 


The policy of conservative expansion adopted by THE 
AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE Crus has reached the point 
where it has been deemed advisable to place two more Field 
Men in active work. The undeniable benefit resulting from 
the work of our western and southern representatives, Messrs. 
Westover and Fitzpatrick, has emphasized the need for sim- 
ilar constructive forces in the middle west. The men who are 
at present undertaking their new duties for the CLup are 
already well known to Guernsey breeders in the Mississippi 
Valley. Richard L. Holden is transferred from his position 
on the JouRNAL to the South Central States, and Clifford 
B. Finley leaves the Iowa State College of Agriculture to 
open operations for the Fawn and White in the North 
Central States. 


Mr. Holden graduated from the Massachusetts Agricul- 
tural College in 1917, where he was later on the teaching 
staff for two years. During and following his attendance 
at Amherst he was employed at The Oaks Farm, Albamont 
Farm, and Mixter Farm. After working one season as 
county club leader in Massachusetts, he spent a few months 
in the Advanced Register Division of the Cus. In October 
of 1920 he took over the advertising and circulation end of 
the JouRNAL, and in the summer of 1922 he was made 
Managing Editor, following the resignation of Mr. Onsrud. 
He has held this position during the last three and one-half 
years,—which period is roughly comparable with the term of 
prosperity upon which the publication has been launched. 
The last two annual reports of the Secretary and Treasurer 
show the JouRNAL to be making a profit for the first time in its 
history. The paid circulation list has several times reached 
new high figures, and Mr. Holdenleaves the JouRNAL at a time 
when the circulation is higher than it ever has been before. 
Regular readers will recall many of the improvements that 
have been made during his incumbency, including changes for 
the better in printing, paper stock, advertising service and 
editorial contents. His duties have taken him frequently 
into the field, in connection with fairs, breeders’ meetings, 
and similar occasions, so it is but natural that one who has 
worked with the breed organ for five years will obtain practi- 
cal field experience of the kind that will prove invaluable. 


GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ JOURNAL 


Mr. Finley graduated from the University of Minnesota 
in 1919. He is thirty-one years of age, and is a native of Steele 
County, Minnesota, one of the leading dairy counties in the 
country. Having been raised on a dairy farm, it was natural 
that he should turn to dairy cattle studies in college, and in 
1919 he was a member of the Minnesota judging team, and 
was high man in all breeds and in Guernseys at the Waterloo 
contest. He studied under Professor Kildee and Dr. Eckles. 

After graduation he immediately went to the Iowa College 
of Agriculture at Ames, and joined the forces of the Dairy 
Extension Department, of which he has been in charge for 
the last three years. He has served as assistant superintend- 
ent of dairy cattle at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress 
for three years, and at the National Dairy Show for two 
years. During the early term of his connection with the 
Iowa College, he took his Master’s degree, using for his thesis 
a study of an lowa cow testing association herd. 

Mr. Finley’s affiliation with dairy work in Iowa has been 
during the period when the state has seen its greatest dairy 
development. There is, for instance, an increase of nineteen 
per cent. in the number of dairy cattle owned in the state, 
while the number of cow testing associations have increased 
from twelve in 1920 to sixty-five in 1925. The Dairy Exten- 
sion Department has followed the increase in dairy interest 
with the very important task of instructing the new men in 
the art and science of dairy management. The project of 
holding feeding schools alone has served 6000 farmers an- 
nually. 

Mr. Finley is well and favorably known throughout the 
north central states, where he has judged at a number of 
fairs, and has been closely associated with developments 
within the local breed associations. Prof. Kildee ably ex- 
presses the warm friendship of his past associates in a letter 
recently sent to the CLus. He writes: “I have known Mr. 
Finley, first as a student majoring with me and working in 
the dairy barn at the University of Minnesota; later, as Ex- 
tension Assistant and graduate student here at Iowa State 
College, and later as the one in charge of our Dairy Husbandry 
Extension work. I know Mr. Finley as a man and asa dairy 
leader. I feel that heartiest congratulations are to be ex- 
tended to the GUERNSEY CaTTLeE CLusB and condolences to 
Iowa State College in losing him from our Extension Service. 
However, we do not consider his services entirely a loss 
because we hope that Mr. Finley will keep in touch with 
the dairy situation in Iowa and with his many friends here at 
Iowa State College and scattered over the state. The loss 
of Mr. Finley from our staff does not in any way reduce my 
feeling towards your organization, nor toward Mr. Finley. 
We shall be very glad to continue to extend our heartiest 
co-operation to you and your entire organization. In fact 
we consider it a real privilege to have this opportunity of 
working with you and having one of our good men take on 
this responsible work.” 

The Crus places these men in the field with confidence, 
knowing that they will be able to more than hold their own 
against the vast amount of constructive work that faces them. 


MASSACHUSETTS SHOWS 
THE WAY 


A state breeders’ association with a paid full time Field 
Secretary has before it two avenues of work,—educational 
or extension of the breed, and commercial or selling of the 
breed and its products. The primary purpose of a Field 
Secretary is to promote the welfare of the breed, and at first 
glance it would seem that his program of work should be 
mapped out accordingly, laying particular emphasis on ex- 
tension work in all of its educational phases, with the actual 
selling of cattle and milk as a side-line. 
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Beneath the surface, however, is the ever-present problem 
of financing the project, and this in the long run is the ques- 
tion which demands immediate attention. The Crus has 
taken the stand for some time that the local association 
must be based on a commercial foundation in order to insure 
its working income, if it is to live at all. It has been felt that 
the organization should shun the donation method of finan- 
cing, which will surely lead to a feeling that the donors are 
getting more than their share of attention from the Field 
Secretary. A sufficient working fund from memberships 
alone is most unusual. With the first of these sources of 
revenue eliminated, and the second considered at a reasonable 
figure, it is evident that the group must go into business for 
itself, and earn the money to carry on the educational ac- 
tivities. 

On February 2, the members of the Massachusetts Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association will hold their annual meeting in 
Boston, and will listen to one of the most satisfying reports 
that has ever been rendered before a state association. A 
year ago, the members decided to work during 1925 on a bud- 
get, which was carefully considered before its adoption. 
Then the program of work for the year was adopted, based 
on five principal lines of endeavor: 

1. Sale of cattle 

2. Sale of Guernsey milk 

3. Publication of bi-monthly news bulletin 

4, Breed promotion work 

5. General service to breeders 

The budget called for the sale of $20,000 worth of cattle, 
from which the commission would be ten per cent. A total 
of $23,390 worth of cattle was actually sold. It called for 
an income of $1200 from the sale of milk, based on a com- 
mission of one-fourth of a cent per quart. Approximately 
500,000 quarts were sold, so the expected income from this 
item was also exceeded. The Bulletin was expected to make 
a net profit of $300, and the actual profit was slightly over 
$500. The Heifer Auction Sale was scheduled to give an 
income of $1500, and the actual profit was $1900. These 
items swelled the membership fund to a more than sufficient 
amount to carry on the operations in breed extension. 

The association was run on a sound business basis, and as 
a result, a profit of $1000 over expenses for the year was 
made. The office has done about $75,000 worth of business, 
—another proof that the state association must be looked 
upon as an important co-operative business, and jealously 
guarded as such. No donations were accepted, a reasonable 
budget was prepared and followed, and a definite outline of 
work was laid out;—and to these three things must be added 
the energy of the Field Secretary, James E. Harper, and the 
business foresight and sagacity of his Board of Directors. 


PUBLIC SALE AVERAGES 


The annual survey of the auction sales of Guernsey cattle 
for 1925 again shows the value that is added to a pedigree by 
Advanced Register records and ancestry. Reports have 
been received and studied from forty-one public sales held 
during the past year, from which the following data have 
been secured by the Advanced Register Division. 

395 Advanced Register females over two years of age 
brought an average of $677.48. 

343 females over two years of age, without records, but 
out of Advanced Register dams, averaged $376.44. 

496 females over two years of age, without records and 
not out of Advanced Register dams, averaged $252.89. 


294 females under two years, having Advanced Register 
dams, averaged $469.61. 

421 females under two years, without Advanced Register 
dams, averaged $212.25, 
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7 Advanced Register bulls over two years of age aver- 
aged $310.71. 

58 bulls over two years of age, not Advanced Register, 
but out of Advanced Register dams, averaged $1129.18. 

7 bulls over two years of age, neither Advanced Register 
nor out of Advanced Register dams, averaged $115.35. 


123 bulls under two years, having Advanced Register 
dams, averaged $400.79. 

83 bulls under two years, without Advanced Register 
dams, averaged $110.21.

Am sure our conditions here 
will prove very attractive to good 
dairymen. Milk sells, delivered at 
milk plant in Bradenton, at sixty-two 
cents per gallon in ten gallon cans. 
Cost of production ts a little more than 
in the north due to the fact that at 
present most of our dairymen devote 
their land to pasture and roughage 
and buy their grain and concentrates. 
But, with the much greater price for 
milk, the profits in milk are much 
greater than in the north. The price 
of land here is somewhat higher, but 
much cheaper buildings offset higher 
land costs. Owing to our very 
mild and delightful climate, expen- 
sive buildings are not needed.  Al- 
$0, the same reason, one gets a great 
deal more joy out of living, and as 
for my part, after investigating from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
Florida to Dakota, I would rather 
live in Florida than any other place 
in the whole U. S. A. 

“Thousands have come to enjoy 
our wonderful Florida, have stayed a 
vear, and then invested and become 
permanent residents and loyal ‘boos- 
ters.’ Largely, owing to great profits 
in citrus groves and trucking,—-dairy- 
ing has been overlooked but with the 
tremendous demand for milk, this 
line of farming will come ahead. 
Other breed associations are pushing 
their favorites in Florida and | would 
like very much to have the Guernseys 
get in on the ground floor.”

Marberne Statesman 112201 traces 
on the dam’s side through Ultra 
Anchor 42601 to Ne Plus Ultra 15265, 
one of the greatest sires of high pro- 
ducing cows in the history of the 
breed. This bull was owned by S. M. 
Shoemaker, Burnside Farm, Eccles- 
ton, Maryland. 

The present Guernsey herd sire 
at the University of Maryland is 
May Pearl’s Governor 50696. Mar- 
berne Statesman 112201, now but 
two months old, will be placed at the 
head of the herd when he becomes 
of age for service. With an ancestral 
backing such as he has it can con- 
fidently be expected that the average 
production of his daughters will ex- 
ceed that of their dams.

Larrowe Institute Founded 

B® EEDERS of Guernsey cattle will 

be especially interested in an in- 
stitute for the study of animal eco- 
nomics which was recently established 
at Detroit. This research organiza- 
tion has for its purpose the determina- 
tion of the most profitable methods of 
managing dairy cattle, poultry and 
hogs in various sections of the United 
States and will be known as the 
Larrowe Institute of Animal Econo- 
mics. The breeding, feeding and man- 
agement of dairy cattle will be given 
particular attention, according to the 
founder, James E. Larrowe, widely 
known in agricultural circles as an in- 
ventor and engineer and owner of a 
large dairy herd. 

Demonstration work will be car- 
ried on in many of the agricultural 
sections throughout the East and 
South. This work will be directed by 
experienced farm managers. On these 
farm problems in dairy herd manage- 
ment, especially, will be systematical- 
ly studied according to location, mar- 
ket requirements and crop production. 
The results of these studies and trials 
will then be turned over to breeders 
and farmers for use in sections where 
like conditions are found. 

The importance of better breeding 
through the use of good pure bred 
dairy sires and of more business-like 
methods in keeping dairy production 
and feeding records will be empha- 
sized. A bureau of information will 
be established through which personal 
service will be given to individual 
breeders, dairymen and_ farmers. 
Funds for carrying on a comprehensive 
educational program have been pro- 
vided. Practically all the projects 
undertaken have been developed from 
suggestions made by state and nation- 
al agricultural extension workers and 
other leaders in dairy production 
work. In creating the Institute and 
contributing largely to its mainte- 
nance, Mr. Larrowe is helping to 
carry out ideas gained thorugh years 
of study and observation of farming 
methods in this country and abroad.
